K. Thaw is in Jail here. 
He will tie 
arraigned at Sherbrooke as a fugitive 
I rom Justice in the United States. 
The final disposition of the prisoner, 
h o w e v e r , 
rests with the 
D o m i n i o n 
government. 
Thaw 
was 
arrested at Hermene- 
gilde-Garford, a small 
village 
near 
Coaticook. 
An hour before he had 
driven across the line 
from 
New 
iiauipshire. 
He admitted his identity 
and 
cfswplacently declared that he 
could not be extradited, as he had 
committed no crime. 
Two men, who are supposed to have 
accompanied Thaw in his tpectaculai 
flight I rom the insane hospital at Mat­ 
te aw an, New York, last Sunday morn­ 
ing, weer in his company and were 
also detained. 
They were charged with “being un­ 
der suspicion of having committed an 
offense in another and friendly na­ 
tion.” 
The 
two men, one of large 
build and the other a smaller man. at 
once retained counsel and refused to 
disclose their names. 
The 6500 reward for Thaw’s arrest 
belongs to Sheriff It. IL Kelsea, of 
Colebrook, 
N. 
IL, 
who 
recognized 
Thaw on a Maine 
Central railroad 
train. 
After the fugitive had left tho 
train at Herford. Kelsea pursued him 
to 
Hermanegllde-Oarford, where, at 
the request of the sheriff, a Canadian 
constable placed the fugitive under 
arrest 
Hermenegilde-narford Is a small vil­ 
lage two miles south of Coaticook, and 
Thaw was brought to Coaticook. 
Al­ 
though he had already admitted his 
Identity to Sheriff Kelsea, he at first 
denied that he was the man who es- 
caped from Mntteawan. Later he freely 
admitted the facts of which the police 
were already convinced. He said, how. 
ever, that he would light any effort to 
extradite him, and retained Attorney 
J. Shirtliff to look after his interests. 
Shirtier had a long conference with 
his client before he was arraigned at 
Sherbrooke. 
Thaw will probably be 
taken from Sherbrook to Montreal. 
Hector Verret, king’s 
counsel 
at 
Coaticook, Is acting for Sheriff Kelsea, 
who is the actual complainant in the 
ease. 
Kelsea charged that Thaw was 
a fugitive from Justice and demanded 
that he he held for the United States 
authorities.

a leaf, start at the apex and take one 
small stitch on tho central vein, then 
take a stitch on one side, in slanting 
position, ending at just over tho cen­ 
tral vein. 
I ben take a stitch on the 
opposite side. ending it just over the 
central vein. 
Work in this way from 
side to Bide; alternating, working from 
ilie apex to tin* base. 
The leaf may 
be shaded by using different colors 
for one leaf, light green at the tip, 
dark green at the base, with a medi­ 
um shade between the two.
